| call upon every miner to return 
to the mines without a day’s delay. 
Every miner will be expected to be 
at his post of duty -ready to work 
for his Government.” 

He added: ‘‘The Government 
offers the .miners a fair contract. 
‘They have no right in wartime to 
refuse to work under it. Coal must 
le mined. ‘The enemy does not 
wait.’’— (Reuter. ) 


CHOCOLATE AND 
SWEET PRICES 
CONTROLLED 


As previously announced in the 
Jrish Times, the Minister for Sup- 
plies has made an Order controlling 
the prices of sweets and chocolates. 
This, it is explained, is due to 
reports of overcharging which have 
reached the Minister. The Order 
applies to sweets and chocolates 
manufactured wholly or partly in 
the State. Sugar confectionery of 
a medical nature and marked 
‘‘medicated”’ is exempted from the 
Order. 

A summary of the provisions of 
the Order appears in another 
column. This sets out the way in 
which it affects the manufacturer, 
the wholesaler and the retailer. 
Manufacturers will be obliged to fix 
maximum retail prices and assign a 
price mark on all. goods which come 
under the Order. These particulars 
must be marked on the goods and 
notified to the Department of Sup- 
hes. 

Wholesalers are obliged to show 
the prescribed: particulars on the 
wrapper or container of sweets and 
chocolates. Sweets and chocolates, 
as supplied by the manufacturer, 
must not be mixed or the composi- 
tion altered 


The maximum prices are graded) 


according to quality. The highest 
wholesale price of swéets sold by 
weight will be 3s. 8d. per lb. and 
5s. retail. The tttaximum* whole- 
sale price for chocolates, loose, will 
be 4s. 3d. per lb., and packed 4s. 
4d. per lb.; retail, loose or packed, 
6s. per tb.

During November 1, in the area 
between the river Dnieper and the 
Sivash coast, our troops continued to 
pursue the retreating enemy and 
occupied over 60 inhabited localities, 
including Perekop. In the Krivoi 
Rog direction our troops continued 
to repel counter-attacks by strong 
enemy tank and infantry forces.”’ 

Captain Sertorius said that the 
German counter-attack is still in full 
sawing. The great battle in the south 
has undoubtedly reached its climax, 
but no decision has yet been 
reached.

ensuring rapid and orderly transit

1 — That their united action, 
pledged for prosecution of the war 
against their respective enemies, will 
be.continued, for the organisation and 
maintenance of peace and security’; 
2—That those of them at war with 
a common enemy will act together in 
all matters relating to the surrender 
and disarmament of that enemy; 
3—That they will take all measures 
deemed by them to be necessary to 
provide against any violation of the 
terms’ imposed on the enemy; 
4—That they recognise the neces- 
sity of establishing at the earliest 
practicable date a general interna- 
tional organisation, based on the 
principle of the sovereign equality of 
all peace-loving- States and open to 
membership by all such States, large 
or small, for the maintenance of 
international peace and security; . 
5—That for the purpose of main- 
taining international peace and 
security pending the _ re-establish- 
ment of law and order and the in- 
auguration of a system of general 
security they will consult with each 
other, and, as occasion requires, 
with other members of the United 
Nations, with a view to joint action 
on behalf of the community of 
nations. 

*6—That after the termination of 
hostilities they will not employ their 
military forces within the territories 
of other States except for the 
purposes envisaged in this declara- 
um and after joint consultation,

7—That they will confer and co- 
operate with one another and. with 
other members of the United 
Nations to bring about a practicable 
‘general agreement’ with respect to 
the regulation of armaments in the 
post-war period, 


ON ITALY 


The Foreign Secretaries of the 
United States, United Kingdom and 
Soviet Union have established that 
their three Governments are in com- 
plete agreement that allied policy 
‘towards Italy must be based upon 
the fundamental principle that 
Fascism and all its evil influence 
and emanations shall be utterly de- 
stroyed, and that the Italian people 
shall be given every opportunity -to 
establish governmental and other in- 
stitutions based upon democratic 
principles. 

The Foreign Secretaries of the 
United States and United Kingdom 
declare that the action of their 
Governments from the inception of 
invasion of Italian territory, in so far 
as paramount miltary requirements 
have permitted, has 
upon this policy.

The United Kingdom, the United 
States, and the Soviet Union have 
received from many ‘quarters evi- 
dence of atrocities, massacres, and 
cold-blooded mass executions which 
are being perpetrated by the 
Hitlerite .forces in many of the 
countries they have overrun and 
from which they are now being 
steadily expelled. The brutalities of 
Hitlerite domination are no. new 
thing, and all peoples: or territories 
in their grip have suffered from the 
worst form . of government by 
terror. What is new is that many 
of these territories are now being 
redeemed by the advancing armies 
of the liberating Powers, and that, 
in their desperation, the recoiling 
Hitlerite Huns are redoubling their 
ruthless cruelties. This is now evi- 
denced with particualr clearness by 
the monstro crimes of © the 
Hitlerites on "the territory of the 
Soviet Union which is being 
liberated from the hitlerites, and on 
French and Italian territory. 


DECLARATION 


Accordingly, the aforesaid three 
Allied Powers, speaking in the in- 
terests of the 32 United Nations, 
hereby solemnly declare and give full 
warning of their declaration as 
follows :— 

At the time of the granting of any 
armistice to any government which 
may be set up in Germany those 
German officers and men and 
members of the Nazi Party who have 
been responsible for or have taken a 
consenting part in the above atroci- 
ties, massacres, and executions, will 
be sent back to the countries in 
which their abominable deeds were 
done in order that. they may be 
judged and punished according to 
the laws of these liberated countries 
and of the free governments which 
will be erected therein. Lists, will be 
compiled in all possible detail from 
all these countries, having regard 
especially to the invaded parts of 
the Soviet Union, to Poland and 
Czechoslovakia, to Yugo-Slavia and 
Greece, including Crete and other 
islands; to Norway, Denmark, the 
Netherlands, Belgium, Luxemburg, 
France, and Italy. | 

Thus, Germans who take part in 
wholesale shootings of Polish officers, 
or in the execution of French, Dutch, 
Belgian, or Norwegian hostages, or 
of Cretan peasants, or who have 
shared in the slaughters inflicted on 
the people of Poland or in the terri- 
tories of the Soviet Union which are 
now being swept clear of the enemy, 
will know that they will be 
brought back to the scene of 
their crimes and judged on the 
spot by the peoples whom they

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New Gains 
By Allies 
In Italy 


EANO, an _ important road 
centre, and Cantalupo have 
been captured by the Allies in 

Italy, it was disclosed yesterday. 


Through Teano runs a road which 
links the Appian Way with the main 
inland road to Rome, and carries on 
to Venafro Another secondary road 
joins the Appian Way north of the 
main junction. 

All along the Fifth Army front the 
Germans are sprinkling mines, con- 
centrating nests of mortars. and. 
machine-guns and spreading demolli- 
tions.. In the northern part of the 
front the Germans are pounding the 
Eighth Army with concentrated 
artillery fire. Every attémpt to move 
forward is met with heavy shelling. 

Adding to the Eighth Army’s 
difficulties is the worst weather along 
the entire front. 

The Fifth and Eighth Armies are 
closing on Isernia, the centre of the 
new German line, in a pincer drive 
through the rainswept ridges of 
Central Italy. Advancing three 
miles in the Boiano sector, General 
Montgomery’s left flank is now 
within ten miles of Marshal Kessel- 
ring s stronghold. 


AIR ATTACKS 


Other villages captured by the 
Allies are Frosolone and Macchiao- 
gena, near the Isernia road. 

Flying Fortresses attacked a rail- 
way viaduct at Antheor, five miles 
south-west of Cannes, on the line 
between Marseilles and Genoa. 
Photographs of the attack showed 4 
direct hits on the tracks. This rail- 
‘way was being used to capacity by 
the Germans for bringing supplies 
from France into Italy. 

Mitchell and Marauder bombers 
attacked Civita Vecchia harbour, 40 
miles north-west of Rome, and 
Anzio harbour, 30 miles south—

On ’Change 


INCE the G.S.R. reorganisation 

S proposals have been published 
a strong demand has been in 

evidence on the Dublin Stock Ex- 
change .for shares in the. Grand 
Canal Company and the Dublin 
United Transport Company. At the 
close of last week Grand Canal Ord. 
had risen 3/6 to 100/-, and were 
considered dear at the price. - Yester- 
day these £10 units jumped a further 
5/- to 105/-, and Dublin Transport 
Ord. shot up 2/6 to 27/6. th 
these issues are now at their highest 
levels for at least ten years. In 
early this year Canal Ord. 
have been bought for 90/-, and 
Transport Ord. for less than £1. 

The fortunes of both companies 
have improved considerably in recent 
years. Grand Canal, which: before 
the war was paying Ordinary divi- 
dends of H p.c., last year paid 25 
per cent; Its net profits have been 
rising slowly, but surely, from 
£13,076 for 1938 to £18,720 for 1942. 
The current year’s interim has been 
maintained at 1 p.c. Over £2,000,000 
was spent on the construction of the 
canal, of which £1,800,700 was sub- 
scribed publicly and privately. 1 
capital is now £702,500, including 
£36,600 in Debenture stock. 

In each of the three years 1936, 
1937 and 1938 the Dublin United 
Transport Company paid total Ord. 
dividends of 3 per cent., followed 
by two years in which 4 per cent. 
was paid. This was raised to 5 
er cent. for 1941 and still further 
increased to 6 per cent. last year. 
This years interim has been 
stepped up from 2 per cent. to ó 
‘per cent., and there “are high hopes 
that last year’s final of 4 per cent. 
will be maintained. Last years 
6 per cent. dividend came from 
earnings of no less than 21 per cent. 
This is a remarkably good record 
in view of the company’s great 
difficulties in maintaining supplies 
of fuel and spare parts. hare- 
holders’ confidence in the future of 
the company is shown in the high 
price at which the £1 units stand 
to-day. ' .

speakers at the inaugural meeting of the Solicitors’ Apprentices’ 


Debating Society of ireland. 


Greater co-operation by the 
people was, he said, necessary if 
progress was to be made, and he 
asked for a change of mood, less 
cynicism, and constructive, rather 
than destructive, criticism. — 

Expressing the view that at no 
time was there any serious question 
of what type of Government the 
wanted in this country, Mr. 
de Valera recalled that at one time, 
influenced naturally enough by cer- 
tain ideals from abroad, " “RR was an 


} indication that some people so much 


admired methods on the Continent 
that they thought they might be 
best for our people. ‘‘The Irish 
people sare natural democrats, I 
do not think there is any fear 
in the near future—and we cannot 
go further than that—of the question 
of our being a democratic State.”’ 


DANGERS OF P.R. 


Observing that he had received a 
large volume dealing with Propor- 
tional Representation, he suggested 
that the trouble in P.R. was, that 
while it did give the Dail a better 
picture of the nation, it was not 
able to perform an equally impor- 
tant function in that it was not 
able to give to the Government the 
support which made for stability. 

“I am not going to argue that 
stability under all circumstances is 
a good thing,” he said. “ It may be 
a very bad thing; stability that 
becomes stagnation cannot be very 
much worse. The point is that P.R. 
in other -countries, because of the 
fact that it- brought about by a 
combination of parties, for sectional 
reasons, day to day rapid changes of 
Government, brought democracy 
itself into contempt and prepared 
the way for a complete change, a 
revolution. It is for that reason 
that the whole question of P.R. 
assumes a special importance for us. 


Post-War 


Mr. R. Brereton Barry, S.C., said 
that if we were going to take part 
in the affairs of the world after the 
war and havewrelations with other 
nations—and he found it difficult to 
foresee a future for us without those 
relations—whoever spoke for this 
country on those affairs must speak, 
to a certain degree, for a united 
nation. For that reason he would 
be in favour of increasing consulta- 
tion between parties in the Dail on 
such matters as the external policy 
of the country. “Í am not,” he 
added amidst laughter, ‘*‘ advocating 
national government or anything like 
that: [ don’t know whether An 
Taoiseach has brought his cat with 
him or not this evening.” 

Unless Irishmen were prepared to 
work for their representative institu- 
tions, and were ready to live up to 
the principles which inspired their 
foundation, said Mr. Patrick J. 
Brennan, B.A., B.Comm., LL.B., 
Auditor, in his inaugural address, 
‘*Democracy and the People,” then 
beyond all question our public life 
would become barren, and control 
would pass from the hands of the 
people. 

Adverting to Partition, which he 
described as the ‘‘negation of 
democracy,’’ Mr. Brennan said al- 
though it might be difficult to 
devise a constructive scheme for 
the restoration of the lost province, 
the task would not be rendered 
lighter if the people became apathetic 
to this vital problem 

Calling for a crusade by the mode- 
rates to fight for moderation, Mr.

, “I think,” he continued, ‘‘ that 
our institutions are capable of such 
modification as changing conditions 
may require. Personally I have no 
doubt that democracy and its insti- 
tutions are best adapted to meet 
our own conditions, and that they 
will be found as capable as any 
other system in dealing with the 
after-war problems.’ 

Speaking of State interference with 
private enterprise, Mr. de Valera 
said that nobody wanted it if it 
could be avoided; but he believed 
they could limit it to the absolutely 
necessary extent and leave to enter- 

rise as much gag and 
initiative as possible. Democracy 
was more likely to get the support 
of the people than any other system. 
Democracy was in a dilemma always 
in -one regard—that liberty of 
criticism in the fullest sense was 
necessary, and, at the same time, 
everyone knew that that liberty 
frequently was abused. Everybody 
who had read the newspapers in the 
last 10 or 12 years knew that there 
had been unjustified criticism, aimed 
at shaking the whole foundation of 
the State, and democracy itself. 
That habit of purely destructive 
criticism is damaging to the interests 
of the country as a whole, and it is 


a bad habit.

FA MERGENCY POWERS (SWEETS AND 
CHOCOLATES) (MAXIMUM PRICES) 
Cases of over-charging for Sweets and 


Chocolates having come under his notice, 


the Minister for Supplies has made an 
Order, entitled as above, providing for con- 
trol of prices. The Order covers Sweets 
and Chocolates wholly or partly manu- 
factured in the State, with the exception of 

1. Sugar confectionery of a medical 
nature and marked “ medicated’ by 
the manufacturer, and 

2. Chocolate prepared for use 
beverage. 

The following is a summary of the pro- 
visions of the Order as they affect Manu- 
facturers, Wholesalers and Retailers:— 

MANUFACTURERS: 

1. Appropriate maximum retail prices 
must be determined for all Sweets 
and Chocolates sold on or after the 
15th November, 1943. In the 
case of Sweets vendible by weight 
and Chocolates, the maximum retail 
price must be based on the appre- 
priate wholesale price as set out 
below. 

9. The appropriate mark shown below— 
the scheduled mark—indicating the 
wholesale and retail prices for each 
kind of sweet vendible by weight 
and chocolate must be assigned to 
such kind of sweet and chocolate. 

3. Lists should be lodged with the 

| Department of Supplies giving a 
description of sweets and chocolates 
manufactured and showing: — 

(a) for Sweets vendible by weight and 
Chocolates the appropriate 
scheduled mark, or 

(b) for Sweets vendible by count or by 

the piece the appropriate maxi- 
mum retail price. 

4. The wrapper or container of Sweets 
and Chocolates sold should show 
the prescribed particulars as 
follows :— 

(a) the name of the goods; 

(b) the name of the manufacturer or 
his mark;

(d) in the case of Sweets vendible by 
weight and Chocolates the appro- 

priate scheduled mark; Sweets 
vendible by count or by the piece 
must be so marked. . 

B. Goods must either be delivered in 
separate containers marked with 
the prescribed particulars, or de- 
livered with such labels or price 
tickets, each so marked, as may be 
necessary for display. 

WHOLESAIT ERS AND RETAILERS: 

1. Wholesalers are obliged under the 
Order to show the prescribed par- 
ticulars on the wrapper or con- 
tainer of Sweets and Chocolates re- 
ceived from a manufacturer on or 
after 15th November, 1943, and 
these goods must either be delivered 
in separate containers marked with 
the prescribed particulars or de- 
livered with such labels or price 
tickets, each so marked, as may be 
necessary for display. 

9. As from 22nd November, 1943. 
Sweets and Chocolates must not be 
eold by retail or exposed for sale

POUISHNOFF AT THE 
R.D.S. 


Exceptionally big audiences wel- 
comed Pouishnoff, the celebrity 
pianist, at the opening of the R.D.S. 
musical recitals at Ballsbridge yes- 
terday. At the afternoon recital, 
which he devoted solely to Chopin, 
he brilliantly lived up to his reputa- 
tion as possibly the finest living 
exponent of that composer. Most 
characteristic feature of his playin 
was his simplicity and complete lac 
of affectation ani mannerisms. He 
read and interpreted the music as 
Chopin wrote and desired it to be 
played, without frills or impudent 
ornamentation. How beautifully 
expressive was the E Major Study 
(No. 3 of Op. 10), based on the 
loveliest melody Chopin ever wrote; 
and what delicacy in the design and 
touch of the F Minor Study from 
Op. 25! But in everything he sub- 
mitted there was something to catch 
the attention—the highly chromatic 
passages in the Nocturne in F sharp 
minor (Op. 15); the dramatic yet 
capricious treatment of the Scherzo 
(Op. 39); the impressive handling of 
the elaborate passage in the bass, in 
the familiar Ballade in A flat (Op. 
47); or, again, the rhythmic urge 
in the Polonaise in A flat major 
(Op. 53), with the fascinating har- 
monic passages. i 

At this recital the most impressive 
feature was the playing of the 
Sonata in B flat minor (Op.

EARWIG RESEARCH 


To most people earwigs are just 
nasty little insects, but to Mr. D. 
J. Ballivan, lighthouse-keeper at 
Inishtrahull, lonely island off the 
Donegal coast, the life and loves of 
an earwig make an absorbing natural 
history study. E 

Mr. Sullivan—who first came into 
the news when he won @ Radio 
Eireann poetry competition—has just 
published the results of a two-year 
survey of earwigs which he made 
not only during his spells off duty 
on the island, but on the mainland 
during his periods of leave. His 
work, according to Mr. A. W. Stell- 
fox, M.RB.I.A., of the National 
Museum, has been extremely valu- 
able, as there is very little pub- 
lished information about earwigs, 
and what little is available suggests 
that the Inishtrahull earwigs differ 
in marked form from earwigs else- 
where. 

Here are some points from the 
survey, which appears in the /rish 
Naturalists’ Journal :—Over several 
winter and spring months the entire 
male earwig population is wiped out, 
leaving the whole island to the 
females. In February Jast year not 
one earwig could be found in over 
200 nests. When the eggs are 
hatched and the nymphs. develop, 
the young earwi go on their 
nuptial flights in the nights of July 
and August. On one of these nights 
the light-machine of the lighthouse 
was slowed down because of inter- 
ference from honeymooning earwigs! 

Mr. Sullivan does not confine his 
experiments to earwigs. He has also 
completed studies of flowering 
plants, ferns and ants.
